service re-enlisted in the 21st Pa. Cav.. 
which contained many Adams county 
soldiers who are warmly attached to 
Mr. Mahon and are glad that he was 
honored with his election as Depart- 
ment Commander at Gettysburg. Mr. 
Mahon represented Franklin county in 
the Legislature in several sessions and 
was 
congressman 
from 
the 
"shoe- 


string" district for 14 years. It was 
through his energy, tact and persistent 
efforts that congress finally made the 
appropriation for the monument to the 
United States Regulars that was dedi- 
cated here on May 31 and it was a fit- 
ting time and place a week later to 
name him as the Department Com- 
mander.

The membership fee shall be two

regular meeting, or by authorized col- 
lector. 


It shall be the duty of every mem- 


ber of this association to furnish the 
Secretary the names a-nd addresses of 
all persons dealing with him at any 
time who are unworthy of credit. 


A clean statement of the facts, viz: 


Amount of bill, date of purchase, pay- 
ment on account, and any other par- 
ticulars pertinent to the claim, must 
accompany each delinquent name pri- 
vate and inviolate, except for informa- 
tion to the members of this associa- 
tion.

Said lists to be held inviolate and 
to be, and to continue to—be.-the-prop- 
erty of the association, and to be only 
loaned to association members for 
their use until the expiriation of the 
term of membership of such recipi- 
ents, or unless sooner called for by the 
association, when all such lists be re- 
turned. Any member neglecting, re- 
fusing, or in anywise failing to return 
said lists upon demand, shall pay to 
the association twenty-five dollars as 
assessed and liquidated damages, to 
be collected as other debts are by law 
collectable. 


It shall be the duty of each member 


to notify the President of any fraud 
or crime attempeted 
or committed 


against any merchant or firm that will 
be of general interest, and if the Presi- 
dent shall deem it advisable he shall 
immediately notify each member of 
the association thereof, otherwise he 
shall report it at the next stated meet- 
ing. 


It is especially understood that mem- 


bers of this association shall not enter 
into an agreement with gift enter- 
prises, make use of trading stamps, 
periodical tickets, or to become a party 
to any like schemes of trade-catching 
devices.

The national highway protecitve 


association of New York, while de 
voting its activities mainly to the cor- 
recting of the abuses iu New York, 
lias as one of its objects the creation ot 
sentiment throughout the country 
against reckless speeding by autorno- 
bilists. It is its purpose to extend its 
organization until it is national in 
ecope as well as in name. The peril 
which it undertakes to diminish, and 
the problem which it seeks to solve 
are national. With this movement 
for protection of the public and lor the 
adequate punishment of "speeders" 
who have no regard for the safety of 
citizens, thouebtful and law-abiding 
automobilists should associate them- 
selves. Among the members of the 
New York organization are men who 
own automobiles, and use them for 
recreation and for practical purposes 
as well. Their participation iu a cru- 
sade against the lawless elements 
among auto drivers adds strength to 
the movement. The automobile has 
brought new conditions, and these 
conditions must be met on the part of 
automobilists aud by the public in the 
spirit of fair play, of just consideration 
for all the interests concerned, with 
large intelligence and with the secu- 
rity and welfare of the people as the 
factors of decisive importance. The 
law-abiding automobilist who realizes 
his obligations to the public, who is 
humane, considerate, and, therefore, 
cautious, has as great an interest in 
curbing the lawlessness of the "joy 
rider" or reckless owner as the citizen 
whose life may be jeopardized at any 
time by the callous indifference of the 
reckless auto speeder.

Back from a cruise of 2:2,009 miles 


aloug the east aud west coasts of South 
America, duriug which she touched at 
35 ports, the steam yacht Alcedo. hav- 
iuirou board her owuer, Mr. aud Mrs. 
G. W. Childs Drexel, aud a party of 
friends, steamed up the Delaware, 
Monday, June 7th, having covered the 
lomj distance without mishap. All 
agreed that it was a wonderful voypge 
they had enjoyed, and cue seldom, if 
ever, before made by a strictly pleas- 
ure party. 


The Alcedo left Philadelphia ou De- 


cember 2 for Panama under a special 
license grauted by the Department of 
Commerce aud Labor, uudei com- 
maud of Captain Crowley Lovelaud. 
She arrived ou January 80 at Panama, 
where Mr aud Mrs. Drexel, Living- 
stone L. Biddie aud Dr. A. R. O'Neil 
boarded hei. The Alcedo left Panama 
on Februaiy 10 aud touched at Cal- 
lao, Iqukjue, Valparaiso, Puuta Are- 
nas, Montevideo, Santos, 'Kio Janeiro, 
Para and the Bermuda Jslauds.

Besides these well-knowu places the i 


party stopped at several poiuts where 
there were uo ports or habitation. 
Many guuuins* tours were made in 
places of this nature. Ou one of these 
side trips the Drexels penetrated un- 
explored regions of Chila, and on an- 
other tramped over the rugged Terra i 
Del Fuego Islands. In the Alcedo 
they ascended the Kio de la Platte as 
far as Kosario, aud also explored the 
Amazon for a distance of 500 miles, 
ouej of 
the furthest 
points 
ever 


reached on that waterway by a yacht. 
The run up the Amazon was attended 
with many novel aud interesting ex- 
periences, and was the direct cause 
for the quarantining of the party upon 
their arrival at the Bermuda Islands. 
Because of the fever which exists along 
the upper Amazon they were prevent- 
ed from going ashore, and were com- 
pelled to leave without enjoying the 
pleasures of that resort. 


While the Alcedo was lying off'Cal- 


lao, Peru, the party ascended the An- 
des to an altitude of 10,000 feet while 
enjoying a ride on the Anoyo Rail road. 
The only bad weather experienced on 
the trip was when the vessel approach- 
ed the Delaware Breakwater ou Sat- 
urday morning. A stiff" northeaster 
sprang up, causing the vessel to lean 
heavily, and a big comber, striking 
her amidships, damaged her bulwarks 
and boats. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Drexel spoke en- 


thusiastically of the trip. Mr. Drexel 
declared that Buenos Ayres is one ot 
the most magnificent of the cities in 
the Southern Hemisphere, and he was 
surprised at its rapid growth, well-laid 
streets and tine homes. The Governor 
of Puuta Arenas presented Mrs. Drexel 
with a valuable dog, and the natives 
along the Amazon River gave the 
party innumerable monkeys. Mr. and 
Mrs. Drexel will remain in this eity 
until after the 
marriages of their 


uiecee, Miss Mary Astor Paul aud 
Miss Frances Fell. 


Mr. Drexel spoke highly of Captain 


Lovelaud, the master of the Alcedo, 
who is one of the youngest masters m 
yachting circles. Although the vessel 
was navigated in dangerous and un- 
charted waters, no accident happened. 
Mr. Drexel said that lie felt as safe at 
night on the yacht as if in his 
home.

Four Million People Daily see the 


Pictures Made of Billions 


of Photos. 


While baseball undoubtedly reserv- 


es its title as tne national sport of 
America, it is far trom being the most 
popular of our uatioual amusements. 
That position, if figures of attendance 
are accepted as the determining stand- 
ard, belongs to the uioviug picture 
show which, as a result of the craze 
that ha* carried it over the couiitry, 
daily entertains more persons than 
any other form of publicdiversiou ever 
devised. While 10,000.0(10 persons paid 
admission to baseball games iu tlie 
record-breaking season of 1W8, the 
uioviug picture show draws au audi- 
ence of 4.000,000 daily, a total attend- 
ance of more than a billion a year or 
au average of oue visit a mouth to this 
form of amusemeut for every man, 
woman aud child iu the whole coun- 
try. This is a vastly larger attend- 
ance than the regular theatres ever 
have been able to draw. 


Already this infant industry has de- 


veloped to a point where §50,000,000 is 
invested ia it and 7,000uioviug picture 
houses are scattered over the country. 
Of the larger cities, Chicago has at 
present 313 moving picture shows and 
probably will have 500 before the end 
of the present year. Mew York has 
300, St. Louis 205, Philadelphia 185, 


Francisco 131, Pittsburg 90 and 


or humorous picture thrown upon the 
screen. The old days of the vaude- 
ville craze have completely passed by. 
The cbauge lias brought hard luck aud 
sorrow to many a vaudeville perform- 
er who has been thrown out of work. 
But the moving picture show marches 
on iuexorably, conquering new aud 
broader h'elds. 


It is because the uioviug picture 


show has become so firmly established 
as a national institution of amusement 
for the masses, that movements are 
under way iu many cities to improve 
the quality ot the pictures shown. It 
is uow fully realized what an immense 
influence for good or evil the moving 
picture show can be made to be. Koine 
of these movements proceed from pub- 
lic-spirited citi/.eii» aud organizations ; 
others come from some of the leading 
film manufacturers themselves. There 
has beeu sucu a tremendous demand 
for pictures that naturally some of the 
subjects dealt with have beeu of a de- 
moralizing character, 
while others 


have beeu pure fakes. The leading 
manufacturers of films, however, have 
realized the danger to their business 
in this tendency and have united to 
improve the character of the exhibi- 
tions. 


N'ot only in the i»ade itself but 


among the civic orgaui/atious aud mu- 
nicipal authorities considerable atteu- 


I tiou is being paid to the quality of 
moving picture exhibitions as a result 
of the tremendous expansion of the 
business. The consequence is a win- 
nowing out process that is greatly im- 
proving the quality aud influence of 
tbe pictures displayed. It is recog- 
nized that depictions of train robberies, 
kidnappings aud arson, drunkenness,

Nearly 1,000,000 feet, or 190 miles of 


films are shown every day iu the 
United States. At the average rate of 
speed fourteen separate pictures pass 
the eye every second that the machine 
is in motion, so that every day the 
public sees more than 15,000,000,000 
separate photographs. The making of 
these ^films is iu itself au enormous 
business. 
The organization which 


controls them not only has agents 
photographing scenes in every part of 
the world, but also maintains theatres 
and out-of-door establishments where 
complete plays and all sorts of other 
activities are presented before 
the 


camera. 


But the most significant and inter- 


esting phase of the moving picture 
show as the national amusement is 
the revolution it has brought about in 
providing entertainment for the mass- 
es at their very doors. Up to very re- 
cently theatres were, as a rule, segre- 
gated in certain sections of the large 
cities. 
Cities such as JSew York, 


Chicago, Philadelphia and o t h e r s 
among the largest ones, cover such 
areas that the working people had lit- 
tle or uo time after returning from 
their day's work to travel to a distant 
part of the city for recreation. Besides 
in was expensive. To a inau who has 
to support a family on small earniugs 
every nickel counts aud car fare is a 
serious consideration. 


Instead of the millions of these peo- 


ple having to go to the moving picture 
show, iu has come to them. In every 
neighborhood in the large cities mov- 
ing picture shows have been establish- 
ed. In the swarming sections of the 
East Side aud other districts iu Xew 
York city there are many of them. 
They are really family theatres; they 
are most numerous iu the thickly pop- 
ulated parts of the city. 
Tuis ease 


of access makes them very convenient 
and popular; from oue to a dozeu are 
to be found within a short walk of 


out a salutary effect upon the minds 
of spectators, especially iu the case of 
youthful persons who atteud moving 
picture performances iu great num- 
bers. Iu most cases these views were 
poorly posed—were "faked" to use the 
term employed iu the business—aud 
bore no resemblance to real life. They 
are rapidly beiug excluded in favor of 
more artistic or genuine representa- 
tions. 


At oue time a considerable portion 


or the moving picture views made in 
the United States were fakes, aud 
fakes of poor quality at that. Scenes 
supposed to show Boers aud Britons 
in deadly conflict really represented 
mobs of "supers" charging up 01 down 
Jersey hillsides and such subjects as 
"the convicts escape" and "the drunk- 
ard's home" were posed with only the 
crudest attempt at genuine realisir. 
It put au end to these offensive and 
false views aud to improve the moral 
and educational standard of moving 
pictures exhibits, nine of the largest 
concerns iu the United States and 
Europe recently formed au association 
to ceusor moving picture views and to 
efface vicious features of the business. 
There are still a Jew film manufac- 
turers not included iu this combina- 
tion. 
These outside concerns call 


themselves independents. 


Through the Motion Picture Patents 


Company, which claims to control the 
patents for the machines aud which 
includes the concerns mauufacturiug 
ninety per cent, of all the films made, 
the nine big manufacturers are intro- 
ducing reforms calculated to remove 
criticism of moving picture perform- 
ances and to place the business on a 
permanent aud substantial basis. 
Through this association eighteen new 
reels of films, holding one, two or 
three "subjects" and duplicated sev- 
eral hundred times, are released each 
week. Iu this way new scenes can 
be shown every day in all of the 7,000 
houses iu the country. All the views 
made by these firms are submitted to 
the inspection of a board of censors se- 
lected from the orgaui/atious devoted 
to civic progress aud acting independ- 
ently of the manufacturers. 
All pic- 


tures must receive the approval of this 
board before being exhibited iu public 
In case auy exhibitors display views 
that do uot conform to the standard 


almost auy part of auy of the larger 
cities. The moving picture exhibitor 
does uot have to go to the expeuse of 
constructing a theatre. 
His equip- 


ment is so simple tuat all that i.-i nec- 
essary is to reut a store or hall, to com-

This is a very diflereut situation 


from that of five or six years ago wheu 
moving pictures, as a meaus of amus- 
ing the public were taken up grudg- 
ingly aud rather contemptuously by 
the vaudeville managers. These man- 
agers introduced them iu their theatres 
simply as '-lillers-in" or "chasers." 
They were used either in filling up 
the gap between the regular vaude- 
ville acts or as a meaus of chasing out 
the audience at such intervals as the 
management decided that the crowd 
had received its money's worth of 
amusement. 


Little did the vaudeville managers 


or the people at large then foresee that 
moving picture shows would chase 
out vaudeville itself aud become a new 
and extensive national institution. 
But this is precisely what has happen- 
ed. The moving picture show kept 
growing aud growing iu public favor. 
It could be produced at a cost bring- 
ing it within the reach of the pocket- 
book of the American masses. Shows 
could be established at a comparative- 
ly inexpensive outlay, aud continuous 
performances given at au admission 
fee of five or ten cents.

year at least a thousand theatres in 
the United States which 
formerly

Manufacturers, lecturer* on travel aud 
other topics, prohibition agitators aud 
others interested in persuading the 
public to accept their statements find 
the moving picture a valuable ad- 
junct. In a recent case iu which a 
New York transportation company 
was sued for injuries alleged to have 
been caused to a boy iu au accident, 
(Uoviag pictures were produced in 
court by the defendant as part of the 
evidence. They showed the boy at 
play iu the street and were intended 
to prove that he was uot as badly in- 
jured as had been claimed. 


With twentieth century enterprise 


the anti-saloon leagues and prohibi- 
tionist lecturers in various states have 
introduced moving pictures as a sub- 
stitute for the "hoirible examples" ex- 
hibited by John B. Gough aud his con- 
temporaries. The modern substitute 
shows the supposed drunkard in the 
act of beating his wife or pawning his 
babies' shoes aud later reeling down 
the street bearing a copious jag obtain- 
ed with the proceeds. 
Such views 


have been exhibited iu a number of 
states iu recent campaigns aud have 


to stir up popular 
feeling 


the liquor business. 
Such 


views as these are necessarily faked, 
their purpose being to create a partic- 
ular (sentiment or prejudice, but the 
audience who view them are as power- 
fully affected ae though they were 
witnessing reproductions of events 
that had actually occurred. This class 
of views, however, ia now barred from 
reputable moving picture theatre*. 


More and more emphasis ia being 


placed upon the educitional value of 


legitimate moving picture views. The 
proposal has beeu made by the bead 
of the People's Institute iu New York 
to introduce them in the public schools 
"u order tu instruct the children in 
such subjects as the growth of plant?, 
the habits of birds or historical events 
wnich can be impressed upon their 
minds by this meaus better than in 
auy other way. 
Altogether there 


seems to be a wide and 
perma- 


nent field opening before the moving 
picture, as a means both of popular 
amusement aud instruction. 


AIRSHIPS BEING ORDERE 3 


From All Parts of the World Orders 


Come to Wright Brothers 


More than SO orders for airships to 


be used in the United States are now 
iu the hands of the Wright brothers, 
of Dayton, Ohio. Since the demon- 
stration of their ability to handle their 
aeroplanes with safety, and to teach 
others how to do so, they have been 
flooded with letters asking for terma 
for the building of the machines and 
instructions in flying. From Iceland 
iu the last few days has come an in- 
quiry as to the cost of delivering an 
aeroplane and sending au instructor to 
that far uortherau land. 


The Shah of Persia, perhaps re- 


membering oue occasion, when he 
had to escape from his palace by 
stealth, aud desiring to have a new 
device to defeat the revolutionaries, 
has asked that a machine be con- 
structed for him as soon as possible. 
A Chinese mandarin has also sent an 
order. 


The Wrights will be unable to fill 


all their orders, because the factory ia 
too small for their work. They will 
enlarge its capacity greatly this sum- 
mer, and hope,to oe able to meet all 
demands made upon them. 
Another 


trouble they are having is iu obtain- 
ing a sufficient quanity of steel of the 
exact grade to keep the present fact- 
ory working up to capacity. 


That the operation of the Wright* 


need not be restricted for want of capi- 
tal is shown by the fact that they 
have refused au offer since their re- 
turn, for the investment of a large 
sum iu their enterprise. This offer 
came from well known New York 
capitalists, who believed that the 
operations of the Wrights should be 
greatly enlarged. They declared, how- 
ever, that they had sufficient money 
of their own. 


HOW IT FEELS TO FLY. 


All who have had the good fortune 


to ride in the aerodrome unite iu their 
description of that first sensation. 
There is no jerk iu starting, though 
the machine leaps forward with a 
powerful swoop, then comes—with 
some—a brief sense of nausea, a feel- 
ing as if the blurred ground 
were 


dropping away from beneath. 


A slight thrust of the left hand lever 


lifts the flyer's head, the ground drops 
away still faster, and then as the 
machine climbs into the air cue's eyes 
adjust themselves to the proper focus, 
and the surface of the earth below 
seems to be ripping past at railroad 
speed. 


By this time says a writer in Out- 


ing, you have forgotteu the clack of 
the noisy motor, the flap ana whir of 
the propellers, the grinding of the 
chain aud sprocket gear that drives 
them. All vibrations has practically 
ceased and you float along with a 
sense of springy ease and buoyancy 
such as you can gain from no other 
means of locomotion. That you are 
flying fast yon know only from the 
roar of the wind iu your ears, aud the 
slight difficulty you have in filling 
your lungs with air, the same sensa- 
tion one gets in racing against the 
wind in an auto. 


Then comes the first turn. The 


machine rises to it, taking its own 
angle sideways, just as a motor car 
leans on the banked curve of a racing 
track. You have no sense of leaning 
sideways, though no feeling that you 
must tilt yourself, as you do when 
the auto turns a corner, for you sit 
upright, the aerodrome slanting of its 
own volition to the necessary angle 
and slanting you with it. A glass of 
water set on the floor of the flyer 
could be carried around curve after 
curve and still not lose a drop.

In 1871 he married Kiss Mary Antoi- 
nette Mont/, who died two years ago. 
He was postmaster of Emmitsburg 
lor iiiauy vtata.

three daughters., 
Mrs. William 8. 


Speed, Mrs. K. L. Annan, Miss M. 
Scott McNair : by one sister, Miss 
Helen V. McXair and three brothers, 
William, Watson and Robert. Mr. 
McNair was not only one of the lead- 
ing citizens of our sister town of Km- 
mitsbure, but a 
native of Adams 


county, whose life and 
patriotism 


should 
be cherished by his native 


county. 
The following 
interesting 


account of his life is taken from the 
"Emmitsburg Chronicle'' : '-Samuel 
N. McNair was borniu Freedom town- 
ship, Adams county, Pa., on Septem- 
ber 4, 1840. At the age of twenty, on 
August 26th, 1861 he enlisted at its or- 
ganization. in Company (', 
Cole's 


Maryland Cavalry. 
He was constant- 


ly with the company until the fight 
with Stuart's cavalry at Lees burg, 
Va., September 2. 1862, iu which bat- 
tle he was severely wounded by a bul- 
let that passed through his left lung. 
This wound never healed and for these 
almost forty-seven years he patiently 
endured the suffering that 
finally 


caused his death At the time he re- 
ceived the wound he was mounted 
and his horse carried him from the 
battlefield iu the direction of Point of 
Rocks. Exhausted from the loss of 
blood and the severity of his wound he 
fell from his horse and lay prostrate 
in the road. The enemy found his 
body there but judging him fatally 
wounded they passed by. 
After the 


Confederate forces fell back his broth- 
er, the late H. 5?. McNair, then a lieu- 
tenant, and a few other comrades 


' 'found him and procured a wagon and 


conveyed him to Point of Rocks where 
he was placed on board the cars and 
taken to the hospital at Frederick. 
His wound was considered fatal and 
his sufferings were intense but the 
same will that helped him In his Jast 
illness stood him in better stead at 
thet time and by December of the 
same year he was able to walk. He 
left the barracks one day, walked up 
to the Dill House where he saw the 
"stage starting for Emmitshurg. 
The 


driver at his request allowed him to 
take passage and he rode to Enimits- 
burg and was.taken to his home the 
same night. The ride wat too much 
for him and he took to his bed to re- 
main there fora long time. The march 
of the armies Northwatd roused him 
and in. June, 1863, previous to the 
tight at Gettysburg he felt strong 
enough to again mount his horse. 
With three comrades from his old 
company. Gwiuu, Wolf and Crooks, 
he started for Gettysburg on the 29th 
of June and was the first Union sol- 
dier to enter Gettysburg after Ewell's 
Division moved North toward York. 
He and his companions stopped at the 
Eagle Hotel and shortly after they ar- 
rived citizens told them that a Confed- 
erate Cavalryman was coming up the I 
street. Young McNair and his friends j 
captured this fellow who afterward 
proved to be a carrier of despatches 
from Lee to Ewell. He was lodged in 
the jail. 
McNair and his party re- 


turned to the hotel. A little while af- 
ter a stranger iu citizens dress passed 
by. The soldiers remarked a peculiar 
military bearing about the stranger 
that indicated he was a soldier. 
Al- 


though the other members of the party 
opposed, Mr. McXair started in pur- 
suit and being better mounted gained I 
on the man who was making e\ery] 
effort to get awcy. 
Shots were e,\- 1 


changed between the two, the stranger | 
shooting rapidly. McNair ju-t f re- i 
(jueutly enough to draw the other's 
tire. When the young I'niou soldier 
judged that the other had spent his 
ammunition he spurred his horse and 
captured him. The man proved to be 
a "Johnnie'7 but when he surrendered 
he said he was a chaplain. 
McNair 


replied "Yes, a fighting chaplain, 
evidently from the way iu which you 
are armed and your manner of using 
your gun.'' This prisoner was brought 
back to Gettysburg and also jailed 
Hearing that Lee's army was camp- 
ing west of Gettysburg towards Cash- 
town and Beudersiville, McNair and 
bis three friends concluded they would 
make a reconnaissance of the enemy's 
position. 
So off they started and 


when tney reached Bream's tavern 
they came upon* Rebel artilleryman, 
who they captured, he having strolled 
outside the lines to replenish his can- 
teens with whiskey, two freshly filled 
ones being found upon his person. 
Finding the Rebels were encamped 
only a short distance beyond this, 
they returned to the town with their 
prisoner. When they reached the top 
of Seminary Ridge they found a regi- 
ment of cavalry in their front, who 
had come in on the Benderaville road 
during their absence. The "Johnnies" 
immediately made a dash for our boys 
who, with their prisoner, beat a retreat 
across by McMillan's to tbe Emm its- 
burg road whijh they reached in safe- 
ty, the Rebel cavalry in hot pursuit, 
chasing them at a rapid rate towards 
Emmitsburg. 
Fortunately for the 


three intrepid soldiers at about the 
peach orchard they met the advance 
of Bu ford's cavalry, the night which 
caused a sudden halt and "right-about 


wheel" of their pursuers. 
The pris- 


oner was safely turned over to Gen- 
eral Buford, to whom McNair and his 
comrades tendered their services as 
scouts and wert retained by tne Gen- 
eral during the entire battle of Get- 
tysburg.' It was this little baud of 
Company C, Cole's Cavalry, that cap- 
tured the first Rebels on the fatuous 
battlefield of Gettysburg. 
After ren- 


dering General Buford valuable ser- 
vice during the battle McNair and 
some of his companions on Saturday 
night, July 4th, fouud their wav back 
to Emmitsburg. 
Stuart's cavalry 


dashing into tbe place on Sunday 
morning captured them with others 
at Hoffman's hotel. 
McNair and 


Gwiuu were taken over the mountain 
but during the first night, when about 
Boousboro, they made their escape 
and came back to Euimitsburg find- 
ing their horses had been sa ved to 
them by Harry Hoffman. 


JOHN SWKKXI.Y died at the home of 


his son. Donald Sweeney, at Aurora, 
111., on May ol, aged about 6^ years. 
Mr. and Mrs. Sweeney left Gettysburg 
about two mouths ago to locate some- 
where in the West, as both of their 
sons had gone West. Last year Mr. 
Sweenej 's mother died at the remark- 
able age of 84 jears and after her 
death they sold the property on Balti- 
more street and prepared to move 
West. They first went to Mason City. 
111., and visited friends. 
Mr. Sweeney 


then went to Oklahoma and was so 
pleased with that country that he pur- 
chased a farm and he wrote us from 
Blaokwell, Oklahoma, telling that he 
had found a fine country, where he 
was going to make his home. While 
there he became ill, suffering with 
pain in the head. 
Mrs. Sweeney and 


their son Donald went to him and 
when there was no improvement in his 
condition at the end of two weeks, they 
decided to return to Aurora, 111., and 
as late as May 27 a card of that date 
was received from Mr. Sweeney direct- 
ing his paper to be sent to Aurora. 
They arrived at Aurora on May 30 
and he died the next day. Funeral and 
interment were at Aurora. He was 
the son of Harvey Sweeney, one of the 
first public school teachers of this 
place, and Mr. Sweeney was of a retir- 
ing disposition but was admired and 
respected by every one who knew him. 
He leaves a wife, and two sons, Don- 
ald Sweeney of Aurora, 111., and Clare 
Sweeney of Los Angeles, Cala. One 
brother survives. James Sweeney of 
Nebraska.

GOOD ROADS CAN BE HAD 


IF SPLIT-LOG DRAG IS USED BY 
SUPERVISORS AND FARMERS. 


It is no Experiment. 
Thousands 


in Use in the West—They are 


Cheap Affairs. 


D. Ward King, inventor of the split- 


log dri>g visited Cumberland county 
recently, talking to farmers, supervi- 
sors aud those interested iu good roads. 
It is to be regretted that he did not 
come to Adams County aud try to 
arouse the people to realize the ease 
with which the roans could be helped 
if supervisors, and the people would 
simply use the drag. 


The drag is not a harrow or any 


other farming implement known iu 
ceilaiu sections of the country at-a 
"drag." The approved type consists 
of a log, twelve inches iu diameter 
aud from seven to nine eet long, split 
iu two. length wise. The two halves 
ol the log are attached to each other by 
three piece* of fence planking three or 
four feet long, set thirty inches apart. 
The broad faces of the logs are set to 
the front. 80 that in dragging it along 
the road the edges 
will scrape the 


driveway. A stout chain, wire or rope 
attached to the foiward log, to which 
the horse 01 horses may 
be hitched, 


completes the drag. In attaching the 
team, the hitch is made about one- 
third of the way from the outer edge 
of the drag, so that the logs wili scrape 
along the road at an .angle of about 
forty-five degrees aud thus carry the 
loose dirt toward the centre of the 
road. 


With this drag dirt roads may be 


made better thau with any other device 
ever discovered and pretty nearly as 
good as macadam roads, if not entire- 
ly so. 


Mr. King iu his talks among other 


things said: 


"Don't think that I advocate the 


dirt road above every other road. If 
the laud in your common wealth is 
worth at least ¥30 an acre and you 
have stone or gravel within three 
miles, by all means have macadam 
roads, but if you can't have macadam 
roads, have good dirt roads. You can 
have them with the King split-log 
drag." 


"In Missouri, where grain is cheap, 


the farmers don't bother about har- 
vesting com stalks for fodder ; they 
simply harvest the corn itself, in 
order to level the corn stalks they use 
a drag. One of these was lying about 
the King farm. It was made of an 
old pump stock and an oak post fasten- 
•d together with pieces of fencing." 


"I haven't the slightest idea why I 


did It," said Mr. King, "but suddenly 
in March, 1896, thought i might use 
that on the road. I tried it." 


His experience was unique. He 


found that the drag worked 'ike a 
charm. The logs caught the dirt at 
the high places and carried it along 
and thus filled in the mud holes and 
ruts. Any surplus dirt was taken to 
the centre of the road. It wasn't long 
before the half mile of road running 
alone the King farm was noted all 
over the country, and yet it was all of 
four years before anyone else begau 
using the drag. Now a man who 
doesn't use a drag is known all over 
the township as a pull back. The 
number in Missouri is unknown, but 
an official report for Illinois says that 
10,000 of the drags are in use in that 
state. 


Experience proved an admirable 


education in the use of the drag. Mr 
King found that the best time to use 
it was when the surface of the road 
was moist, but not so wet that the 
dirt would stick to the drag. He also 
found that as much, if not more, could 
be done with the average road in the 
average winter than in the average 
road iu summer. 


It was mouths before he found that 


the drag performed one of its most 
valuable works—raised the centre of 
the road. This makes a perfect water 
shed, but Mr. King confessed that the 
raising of the centre of the road is so 
gradual that it is not perceptible un- 
less a person has been told about it. 
As an illustrative of the excellent 
drainage obtained on a road kept in 
condition by the drag, he said : 


"While I was using the drag aud 


iny neighbors weren't we had a spell 
of two weeks of wet weather out in 
Missouri which was absolutely the 
worst I ever saw, and I've been farm- 
ing for thirty years. An when I tell 
you men that within twenty-four 
hours after that rain ceased that half- 
mile of road in front of mv farm was 
a race track. I am 
telling you the 


absolute truth. It sounds almost uu- 
believeable. I know.

Re- 
peat this once every two weeks for j that fits your C3SC. 
blight, but if there are no bugs pres- 
seut, you need nol add the poison. 
VViieuever the bugs are present add 
the poison aud spray for them. There 
is no rule concerning the frequency of 
repetition for Potato Bugs, as we 
simply spray when they comeaudkill 
them as soon as possible. If you do 
uot wish to go to the trouble of making 
the Bordeaux mixture for the blight, 
or are willing to run the risK of the 
blight not coming, you can kill the 
potato beetles by spraying with either 
of the two poisons mentioned, iu fifty 
gallons of water alone. But the best 
thing to do is to make the regular Bor- 
deaux mixture with lime aud blue- 
stone aud then add the poison to this. 
The Bordeaux is for plant disease 
only, aud will uot kill insects. It is 
thus a fungicide. To make it au in- 
secticide we add the poison, as de- 
scribed above."

The stag- 
ing of the forth-coming spectacle, will 
be especially appealing to the people 
of Minnesota who have always taken 
such pride m the magnificent charge 
of the "Fighting First" at the battle of 
Gettysburg. This interest is especial- 
ly noticeable in the G. A. R. ranks as 
many letters are already at hand from 
the members of the Minnesota G. A. 
R. commending the idea of the produc- 
tion and offering valuable and thor- 
oughly appreciated suggestions.
